(1) There is hereby established a Central Intelligence Agency (Herein called 


the Agency), with a Director of Central Intelligence who shaLl be the head 


thereof, to be appointed from civilian or military life by the President, by 


and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to serve at the pleasure of the 


President. The Director shall receive compensation at the rate of $17,500 


per annum. 


(2) There shall be a Deputy Director of the Central Intelligence Agengr, 
appointed from civilian or military life by the President Jby and with the 5 


advice and consent of the Senate ,j to serve at the pleasure of the President. 


The Deputy Director shall receive compensation at the rate of $15,000 per 


annum.. The Deputy Director shall be authorized to sign such letters, papers. 


and documents, and to perform such other duties as may be directed by the 


Director of Central Intelligence, and to act a 3 Director in the absence of that 


officer, or in the case of a vacancy in the office of Director.
